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PREFACE. 


For many years the late Joseph Bowles Learmont was one 
of the most highly esteemed and public-spirited citizens of 
Montreal, Canada. He was bom there in 1839, went into 
business when young, and won unusual success by his ability, 
judgment, and integrity. A typical example of his fine public 
spirit was shown about a year before his death, on March 12, 
1914, when he purchased Quebec House in Westerham, Eng- 
land, the early home of General James Wolfe, and made it a 
permanent monument to the victor of Quebec. During the 
last twenty-five years of his life Mr. Learmont devoted his 
attention to the collection of important works of art and a 
large and valuable library. His collections are now to be 
sold to close his estate. 

The Library, long known as one of the finest collections of 
books in the Dominion of Canada, is rich in manuscripts, 
incunabula, fine bindings, important examples of early print- 
ing, and rare books relating to the early history of Canada 
and the United States. Many of the choice volumes were once 
in the Beckford, Syston Park, Heber, Heekscher, Poor, Ives, 
Hoe, and other famous collections. 

Among the Manuscripts on vellum in Part I are many Books 
of Hours of the XVth Century with beautiful minatures and 
ornamental initials, and also Coptic, Arabic, Hebrew, Persian, 
and Dutch manuscripts of interest, the whole forming the most 
important collection of this character offered since the Hoe 
sale. 

The Incunabula includes Tortellius’s Commentariorum, 
1471 ; Geminiano’s Prima pars lecturm super VI Decretalium, 
Venice, 1476; Athanasius’s Enarrations, 1477; Breviarium 
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Argentinense, 1478; Gregorius’s Decretalium, 1479; Salamon 
et Marcolphus, 1490 ; Dionysius Afer, 1499 ; two leaves printed 
by Caxton, aud a magnificent copy of the Nuremberg 
Chronicle. 

The books in old and beautiful bindings include three with 
the arms of Louis XV, one formerly owned by Queen Eliz- 
abeth, another that was the property of Charles II, one from 
Count Iloym’s library, and one with the monogram of Napo- 
leon. Another belonged to Bishop Juxon, who attended 
Charles I on the scaffold, and others belonged to Henry III 
of France, Madame de Pompadour, Ilenri-Jules de Bourbon, 
Marie-Josephe of Saxony, Louis Philippe, and the Queen of 
Holland. There are two important bindings by Samuel 
Mearne, and the bindings in silver, tortoise-shell, and em- 
broidery are unusually interesting. 

The important early printed books in general literature 
include a Book of Hours printed by Philippe Pigouchet in 
Paris about 1504, which is possibly the only copy; Ascham’s 
Scholemaster, London, 1570; the works of King James, 1616, 
a presentation copy from the King to the Bishop of Win- 
chester; Prynne’s Unloveliness of Love-Locks, 1628; the first 
Scottish Book of Common Prayer, 1637-36; Milton’s Paradise 
Lost, 1669, and Prevost’s Manon Lescaut, 1733. 

Among the interesting books of later times are choice vol- 
umes once in the libraries of Dickens, Coleridge, Southey, and 
Walpole; the first issues of the first editions of the Scarlet 
Letter and the Autocrat; rare Cruikshank items, including a 
complete set of the Almanacs; Johnson’s Rambler in the 
original parts as issued ; works of the Kelmscott Press, 
including the Chaucer bound by the Doves Bindery ; rare edi- 
tions of Bunyan and Bums, and a presentation copy of the 
biography of the Prince Consort with a full-page inscription 
in the autograph of Queen Victoria. 
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Many books have been extra-illustrated by the insertion of 
scarce portraits, views, and autograph letters. Some of the 
most important of these are Boswell’s Johnson (of which a 
first edition is also catalogued) ; the works of Dibdin, Doran’s 
Memories, Edmonds’s Washington, Gray’s Poems, Hallam’s 
Literature of Europe, Heath’s Memories, Irving’s Sketch 
Book, the Letters of Junius, Mahan’s Life of Nelson, Milton’s 
works, and Elliston’s Memoirs. 

The Library contains a large number of very scarce and 
important works on the Indians and the history of Canada 
and Colonial America. Among these are: First editions of 
Charlevoix and Lahontan, neriot’s Travels, Knox’s Journal, 
Mohawk Prayer Book of 1787, a presentation copy of his 
Narrative by Sir Henry Clinton, !i first edition of the Book 
of Mormon and Brigham Young’s own copy of a later edition, 
Apianus’s Cosmographia, 1574; Jesuit Relation by Father 
Vimont, Paris, 1641; two copies of Mather’s New Eng- 
land, 1702; La fi tau 's Mceurs des Sauvages Ameriquains, 
Paris, 1724; Le Beau’s Avantures, Amsterdam, 1738, a 
presentation copy; Charter of Pennsylvania, printed by 
Franklin, 1742; Abstract of Form of Prayer on the Taking 
of Quebec, 1759; Jeffery’s History of the French Dominions, 
London, 1760; Prayer Book of the Montagnais Indians, 
Quebec, 1767; Kalm’s Reis door Noord Amerika, 1772; His- 
tory of the late War, Dublin, 1774; Cugnet’s Traite de la Loi 
des Feifs, Quebec, 1775; and the By-laws of Boston, 1786.

Among the famous French authors represented 
are Paul Bourget, Jules Breton, Jules Claretie, Francois 
Copp6e, Alphonse Daudet, Anatole France, Theophile Gautier, 
Edmond and Jules de Goneourt, Ludovic Ilalevv, Pierre 
Loti, Guy de Maupassant, Sully Prudhonune, Jean Kichepin, 
Edmond Rostand, Vietorien Sardou, Octave Uzanne, Paul 
Verlaine, and Emile Zola. There are twenty-four inscribed 
books by Zola, and many volumes in the collection by other 
authors were originally inscribed and presented to him. 

Among the English and American authors represented are 
Aldrich, Arnold, Bridges, Burroughs, Clemens, Crawford, 
Dobson, Doyle, Gosse, Hardy, Harris, Howells, James, Kipling, 
Lang, Riley, Roosevelt, Van Dyke, Warner, and Watson. 
Attention should be called also to the books delightfully in- 
scribed by “Carmen Sylva,” the Queen of Roumania, and to 
the interesting works by such Japanese authors as Murata, 
Natsume, Noguchi, and Count Okuma, formerly premier of 
Japan. 

Nearly all the books are first editions, many are on special 
paper, a few are extra-illustrated, and in a large number of 
instances the inscriptions are highly important from a per- 
sonal and bibliographical point of view. Mr. Young’s method 
was to purchase the best books by distinguished nineteenth 
century authors and then send the volumes to the authors with 
a request to inscribe them. In this way he gathered a library 
that was the largest of its kind in the world, and of the highest 
interest to collectors of association copies.

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INTRODUCTION. 


The first 199 lots in this catalogue are duplicates and selec- 
tions from the fine private library of Miss M. I. Meacham of 
New York City. These include books illustrated by Kate 
Greenaway, Howard Pyle, Randolph Caldecott, Walter Crane, 
and other distinguished artists. The set of the Greenaway 
Almanacs is complete and the work of this artist for thirty 
years is well exhibited by other charming publications, many 
of which are now very scarce. The illustrative work of Crane, 
Pyle, and other artists is also shown over a long stretch of 
years, and the collection as a whole is unusually interesting. 

The remainder of the catalogue consists of consignments 
by a large number of widely scattered owners and estates. 
In interest and variety this is one of the notable sales of the 
season. 

Among the beautiful old bindings is one by Clovis Eve for 
Marguerite de Valois; among the modern bindings are many 
by Kiviere executed with the good taste, artistic ability, and 
superb workmanship for which this house is famous. 

The several Manuscripts of the XVth and XVIth Centuries 
in this sale are well executed and would adorn any collection ; 
those of later times are numerous and exceedingly important. 
Among them are five poems by Thomas Moore ; a portion of 
Poe’s “Politician,” which is unpublished; four original 
manuscripts by Henry James; several by Mrs. Browning; 
one of Eugene Field’s famous poems; an original manuscript 
by Oscar Wilde (and also a very fine autograph letter written 
by him describing some of his experiences in America) ; ten 
•poems in the autograph of George Meredith which will be 
sold separately if they do not bring $.‘1,000 as a lot, and the 
complete original manuscript of “Following the Equator,” 
by Mark Twain, with the original drawings for the illustra- 
tions. three Autograph Letters Signed, and 58 pages of manu-

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tirely unpublished. Among other autographic material is a 
magnificent set of “The Presidents of the United States” in 
four volumes, beautifully hound, and extra-illustrated with 
100 choice engravings, the poster offering a reward for the 
capture of the murderer of President Lincoln, and autographs 
of all the Presidents — nearly all being full Autograph Letters 
Signed. 


A large number of important works on bibliography are 
catalogued and the publications of famous presses and socie- 
ties — like the Bibliophile Society, the Caxton Club, the 
Dofobs, the Elston Press, the Grolier Club, the Kelmscott 
Press, the Rowfant Club, and the Society of the Ieonophiles — 
are offered almost complete; more than 300 issues (including 
the circulars) are from the Grolier Club alone. 

The books with colored plates are numerous; nearly all the 
famous English artists are represented. Julia Frankau’s Lady 
Hamilton; the English Spy, with sixty-eight colored plates 
by Robert Cruikshank, and the excessively rare first edition 
of the Humourist, the most important work of George Cruik- 
shank, are especially desirable. 

Among the miscellaneous items to which attention should 
be ealled are the following: A terra cotta medallion portrait 
of Franklin by Nini; a statuette of Franklin in the Houdon 
style which is a masterpiece of execution ; a miniature portrait 
of Franklin after Van Loo; twelve original oil paintings from 
which the works of Fielding were illustrated; a medallion 
portrait of John Paul Jones and a lock of his hair; and the 
original portrait of Fanny Kemble by A. B. Durand. 

The catalogue enumerates a very large number of famous 
books with magnificent engravings, many of which are in 
beautiful bindings by Riviere. Some of these, like Amman’s 
Effigies, date back to the XVIth Century ; others like llol- 
land’s “Ileroologia Anglica,” L’Armessin's “Les Roys de 
France,” and Perrault’s “Les Homines Illustrcs” are of the 
XVIIth. One of the most valuable books of the XVTIIth 
Century in the sale is the Portraits dcs Grands llommes. with 
brilliant impressions of the colored plates. Magnificent works 
on the French Revolution contain nearly 500 superb plates by

the famous engravers of the XVIIIth Century and these have 
been beautifully bound by the elder David.

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delighted Byron with his “dashing vivacity,’’ and probably 
even more so by lending him £4800. The repayment of this 
loan was celebrated in a drinking bout at the Cocoa Tree Tav- 
ern, March 27, 1814. 

Davies was entertained by Byron at Newstead, where the 
guests dressed as monks, and drank Burgundy out of human 
skulls. 

Byron, speaking of this book, said: “When X first saw the 
review of my Hours of Idleness, I was furious; in such a rage 
as I have never been in since. I dined that day with Scroope 
Davies, and drank three bottles of claret to drown it; but it 
only boiled the more. ... I set to work immediately, and 
in good earnest, and produced in a year ‘The English Bards 
and Scotch Reviewers.’ ’’

This work, which has remained in obscurity until the last 
twelfth-month, when two copies of the First Edition' sold at 
very high prices in New York auction-rooms, has now taken 
its proper rank as the very first work to appear which sets 
forth the theory that the plays of Shakespeare were written 
by Bacon. 

It has been conjectured that the reason why the work has 
never appeared in bibliographies of the subject is that it was 
considered of little account at the time of its publication. 
Until the present copy made its appearance, it was not even 
known that a second edition had been published, but the fact 
that a second edition is here offered, bearing a date two years 
later than the first edition, would prove conclusively that the 
work met with a considerable measure of success and created 
sufficient interest and controversy to bring forth a second 
edition.

A base envious Pleb 
delights here 4' there to squirt a drop of dirty water in the 
face of its betters; never mind it; it is the nature of the beast 
and of the time it lives in. 

Jane accepts you for Tuesday night,” etc. 
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8. CLEMENS (SAMUEL L., “Mark Twain”). A. L„ 
signed “ Clemens. ” 4 pp. 8vo. Hartford, March 4, 1873. To 
Frank Bliss. 

An exceedingly interesting letter from the great humorist to 
his publisher regarding “Roughing It” and “Innocents 
Abroad,” on the importance of publicity, "prompt and early 
journalistic boost,” to increase the sales of his books, setting 
forth his plans for a new book, engaging Thomas Nast, the 
caricaturist, to do the illustrations, etc. 

“Statement received for quarter ending March 1st, and 
check for $1,656.69 for royalties on ‘Innocents Abroad’ and 
‘Boughing It.’ 

“So ‘Boughing It’ sells less than twice as many in a quarter 
as ‘Innocents,’ a hook which is getting gray icith age. The 
fault is mainly in the engravings and paper, I think. That, 
and the original lack of publicity. I believe that I have learned, 
now, that if one don’t secure publicity and notoriety for a 
book, the instant it is issued, no amount of hard work and 
faithful advertising can accomplish it later on. When we look 
at what ‘ Boughing It’ sold in the first 3 and 6 months, we 
naturally argue that it would have sold full 3 times as many 
if it had gotten the prompt and early journalistic boost and 
notoriety that the ‘Innocents’ had,” etc.

descends to vulgarity. Even his dress (vide the scene where 
Washington first visits him at Bawkeye) is carefully kept 4' 
has the expression about it of being the latest charm in excel- 
lency of that kind. He always wears a stove pipe hat. He is 
never awkward in attitude or gesture, if- is never ill at ease 
even in the company of the illustrious. He must not be dis- 
torted or caricatured in any way in order to make him a 
‘funny’ picture. Make him plain if- simple. (The original 
was tall 4' slender. However, I believe we have hinted that 
8ellers is portly, in one place — which is just as well) . . . 

“Joaquin Miller 4' I are going to prowl through rural Eng- 
land ‘ unbeknowns’ to anybody, leaving Livy if- the child in 
London. However Livy if- I will ‘do’ Scotland first. One can 
accomplish nothing when one is known.”

16, 1890. To “Dear Mr. Warren. ’ ’ 

Fine and characteristically humorous example containing 
four-line verse. 

“For ten days I have been suffering those tortures of which 
Dante has written so vividly and which Dore has illustrated so 
grotesquely. Now, Allah be praised! 1 have a lucid spell, 
and I accept with much pleasure your courteous bid for next 
Sunday evening. If my London friends were not the most 
amiable, the most sensible and the most sympathetic folic in 
the world, they would taboo me as the veriest bear in creation. 
But believe me: when 1 am at myself (as the saying is) 1 am 
not half so vicious! 

“When my digestion is good, there’s no question 
My conduct is Christian and lawful, 

But when that old hellion (my crop)’s in rebellion — 

Why, then 1 am perfectly awful!

19. FRANKLIN (BENJAMIN). A. L. S., 2 pp. 4to. 
Philadelphia, Dec. 6, 1750. 

Fine early letter making arrangements for his son, William 
Franklin, later Royal Governor of New Jersey, to study law 
in England and entering his name at “one of the inns of 
court” that he may be admitted to the bar without delay. 

“My Son is now engaged in the Study of the Law, and I 
believe I shall hardly have the pleasure of seeing you in Eng- 
land till 1 accompany him when lie goes over, as we intend, to 
finish his Studies in one of the Inns of Court. I suppose this 
may be two or three Years hence if we live. In the meantime 
we request that you would enter his name (William Franklin 
of Philadelphia) as a Student of Law in one of those Inns 
as you think best, and pay the Charge, which we are told 
will not exceed 4 or 5 Pounds, out of the enclosed Bill; and 
that you also send us by the first Ship, the following Books, 
viz. Coke’s Institute, Wood’s Do. of Common Law, Bacon’s, 
Viner’s if- Dancer's Abridgements. The Reason of having his 
name now entered is that the usual Time being expired, he 
may, when in England, be called to the Bar. Please to enquire 
what the time is, and let us know,” etc. 

It was not until 1757 that young Franklin, accompanied by 
his father, reached England. He was admitted to the bar 
the following year. 
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20. GAREICK (DAVID). A. L. S., 1 p. 4to. Adelphi, 
June 25, 1776. To Tom King. 

One of the most interesting letters that has come from the 
hand of Garrick. Ketiring from the stage, he presents to his 
friend, Tom King, the actor, the sword he had worn in many 
of his notable characters, as a mark of esteem, and observes 
that as the sword was a theatrical one, it “will not cut love 
between us.” 

“Accept a small token of our loving and constant attach- 
ment to each other. I flatter myself that this sword, as it is a 
theatrical one, will not cut love between us, and that it will 
not be less valuable to you for having dangled at my side some 
part of the last Winter. . . . Farewell, remember me.”

rival, Aaron Burr, who less than a year later killed him 

ON THE FIELD OF HONOR. 

The antipathy between Burr and Hamilton had its beginning 
many years before. Hamilton deemed it a patriotic duty to 
thwart the ambitions of Burr and defeated his hopes succes- 
sively of a foreign mission, an appointment as brigadier- 
general, and the Presidency. 

Finally it was due in a great measure to Hamilton ’s efforts 
that Burr was defeated in the New York Gubernatorial cam- 
paign of 1804. Smarting under this defeat and angered by 
Hamilton’s criticisms. Burr sent the challenge which resulted 
in the famous duel at Weehawken, N. J., on the 11th of July, 
1S04, and the death of Hamilton on the following day. 

It is not strange, however, to find these two men correspond- 
ing at this time, for Burr had steadily ignored Hamilton’s 
denunciations until his last defeat. The letter relates to the 
details of a realty transaction and is somewhat curt in tone. 

“I distinctly recollect (as was once before verbally explained 
between us) that just before you made a payment of Two 
Thousand Dollars on your Bond, Winship’s mortgage was re- 
turned to you as the mean by which the money was to be 
procured — / think it was sent to you by LeGuer himself. 

It is to be presumed, that Winship has had since some intima- 
tion 'from the possessor of his mortgage, and that his inf or- 
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motion will affect your memory in retracing the circumstance s 
of the negotiation. The mortgage is certainly not now in my 
possession — nor has a cent been received by me on account of 
it. . . . 

I observe in your warrant of Attorney a new error. You 
add the Shillings and pence to the penalty whereas they belong 
to the condition. The penalty is simply personal.” 

23. HARRIS (JOEL CHANDLER). A. L. S., 1 p. (oblong) 
8vo. Atlanta, Ga., n. d. 

Characteristic letter, written in pencil, transmitting a MS. 

‘‘My dear Mr. Bole: Mere you are! Seventeen hundred 
words. Name the baby yourself, and send me a proof for 
preservation.” 

24. HAWTHORNE (NATHANIEL). A. L. S„ 1 p. 8vo, 
closely written. Salem, Dec. 14, 1848. To C. W. Webber. 
With address. 

Fine early literary letter. ‘ ‘ The Scarlet Letter, ’ ’ which 
brought its author his first real fame, was not published until 
more than a year after. 

‘‘At last, by main strength, I have wrenched and torn an 
idea out of my miserable brain; or rather the fragment of an 
idea, lilce a tooth, ill-drawn and leaving the roots to torture me. 
1 shall send it to you by express to-day or tomorrow. Perhaps 
you will not like it; if so, make no ceremony about rejecting 
it. I am as tractable an author as you ever knew, so far as 
putting my articles in the fire goes; though I cannot abide 
alterations or omissions. . . . 

When will you want another article ? Now that the spell is 
broken, I hope to get into a regular train of scribbling ; per- 
haps not, however, as I have many impediments to struggle 
against,” etc. 

25. HAYDN (FRANZ JOSEPH). Title-page of his “Origi- 
nal Canzonettas for the Voice, with an accompaniment for the 
Pianoforte” bearing his autograph signature. Folio. [1795.] 

Haydn ’s autograph is very rare. 

26. HERKOMER (HUBERT). Autograph musical quota- 
tion, signed, of five bars from “An Idyl,” and a clever original 
pen and ink sketch of himself as “Gaston Boissier,” one of 
the characters in a play performed in Bushey Theatre, to 
which he has appended a short descriptive note.

We took possession this morning, and here we have passed the 
day; rambling in perfect freedom about the magnificent halls 
and galleries of the Moorish Kings, the famous Court of Lions 
and all the other renowned aportments of this oriental palace. 
Our windows look down upon the city and command an exten- 
sive view of the Vega, and the Groves which surround the 
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Alhambra resound with the song of the nightingale. . . . 
I am so pleasantly fixed here that I think I shall be induced 
to linger a little while and employ myself tranquilly in literary 
occupation ; after which 1 shall bid adieu to this country — but 
shall leave it with great regret — for 1 am quite fond of its 
grand scenery, and the bold, manly and generous character of 
its people,” etc. 

32. JEFFERSON (THOMAS). A. L. S., 1 p. 4to. New 
York, April 4, 1790. To “Monsieur le Docteur Gem.” With 
address and fine seal intact. 

An important letter written on his return to the United 
8tates after five years spent abroad as Minister to Prance. He 
speaks of his being appointed Secretary of State in the new 
Federal Government and of his preference for retirement. He 
refers to the course of events in France, which deeply inter- 
ested him, and mentions also his daughter’s happy marriage. 
The seal, which is entirely intact, bears Jefferson’s initials 
and his motto: “Rebellion to Tyrants is Obedience to God.” 

‘‘In bidding adieu, my dear Doctor, to the Country which 
united our residence, I find the loss of your society $ instruc- 
tive conversation among the leading circumstances of regret. 
Be assured that 1 feel it most sensibly, and accept my u'arm 
acknowledgements for all your kindnesses and services to me 
and my family while at Paris. I hope that your philanthropy 
is by this time fully gratified by the final establishment of 
order and equal government in a Country which you love, and 
that you will still be blessed in seeing them extended to others 
so as to found a rational hope that man is at length destined 
to be happy and free. Our affairs wear a very pleasing aspect. 
The opposition to our new government has been perfectly recon- 
ciled by the amendments proposed by Congress. They have 
thought proper to call for my services in a more advanced sta- 
tion. This would have been flattering had my views been fixed 
on anything but retirement. But with this disposition 1 would 
have wished that to be the only remaining change of my life,” 
etc.

“I have got one good thing of my sea voyage; if is proved the 
sea agrees heartily with me, and my mother likes it; so if I 
get any better, or no worse, my mother will likely hire a yacht 
for a month or so in summer. Good Lord! What fun! Wealth 
is only useful for two things: a yacht and a string quartette. 
For these two I will sell my soul. Except for these I hold 
that £7 00 a year is os much as anybody can possibly want; and 
I have had more, so I know, for the extra coins were for no 
use, excepting for illness, which damns everything. ... It 
is worth having lived these last years, partly because I have 
written some better books, which is always pleasant, but chiefly 
to having had the joy of this voyage. I have been made a lot 
of here, and it is sometimes pleasant, sometimes the reverse; 
but I could give it all up, and agree that Gladstone was the 
author of my works, for a good seventy ton schooner and the 
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coins to keep her on. And to think there are parties with 
yachts who would make the exchange! 1 know a little about 
fame now; it is no good compared to a yacht; and anyway 
there is more fame in a yacht, more genuine fame to cross the 
Atlantic and come to anchor in Newport (say) with the Union 
Jack, and go ashore for your letters and hang about the pier, 
among the holiday yachtsmen — that ’s fame, that 's glory, and 
nobody can take it away; they can’t say your book is bad; you 
have crossed the Atlantic,” etc. 


80. STOWE (MRS. HARRIET BEECHER). A. L. S, 
2 pp. 8vo.

Fine letter regarding her famous novel, “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin ’ ’ ; also concerning her beautiful home in Mandarin, sur- 
rounded by blossoming orange trees, etc.

A long and magnificent letter, in which Thackeray refers to 
hia “Neweomes, ” compares his English with that of Dickens, 
mentioning “Hard Times,” admits his own want of skill as an 
etcher, mentions Ainsworth, Leech and others, and comments 
on various matters. 

‘ ‘ I have been here since Saturday, thankful to quit the blyou 
Mediterranean, but forced to physic myself after my arrival, 
1 hope for the last time, and that I am rid now of the con- 
founded Italian Malaria. . . . 

“I have seen for the first time the engravings of ‘New- 
comes,’ some of which 1 like very much indeed. Why, Doyle 
ought to bless the day that put the etching needle info his hand. 
. . . He does beautifully and easily what I wanted to do and 
can’t. Some of the wood blox have been awfully mangled. 
... I hear the artists are consumedly angry, I don’t know for 
y (one man is confidentiously mentioned as Mr. Smce, who 
never, selpmy, entered into my mind). . . . No. VII reads 
very pleasantly to me now I had forgotten it. There are one 
or £ slips of my own making, but who will perceive these except 
their Author. There’s a bit from ‘Hard Times’ quoted in the 
Examiner to-day representing such a character as 1 have drawn 
in several varieties; but I think I know whose the best Eng- 
lish is of the S writers. I wonder there is not some young 
fellow come up to knock us both off the stage (by-the-way, 
there’s Ainsworth I see with a new tail). 

“V. P. (Father Proud) was telling me of the immense rise 
of Lloyd’s Newspaper, under the Dougins, by Jupiter, I am 
very glad to hear it. Please the gods, D. J. trill lay by a little 
money. TV hot ’s the business of us fathers of families but that ? 
When we are in the domus cxitis Plutonia, we shall have a 
consolation in that glum limbo by thinking wc have left some 
bread behind for our young ones here under the Sun. . . . 

“Punch used to come to Naples till the picture of Bomba, 
since then he has been invisible. I mean Mr. P. . . . 

“I hope Leech and his ladies are well and all the Bouverie 
St. boys of all ages,’’ etc. 


86. THACKERAY (WILLIAM MAKEPEACE). A.L.S., 
2 pp. 8vo.

Characteristic letter regarding an article which he had writ- 
ten for the Quarterly Review and which had given offense to 
certain persons. The greater part of the letter is in his slant- 
ing style of handwriting, but, in concluding, he writes two 
lines in his familiar upright style, making this a most unusual 
specimen. 

“Ol that unlucky article! It has given (J- deservedly too) 
such offence! <f I intended it to be good-natured and had no 
feeling but kindness from the first line to the last. But there’s 
one unlucky line which says Punch but for Leech’s designs 
might now be as well let alone. Why did I soy it? I slipped 
it over totally in the proof. It isn’t quite true, though partly 
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so; certainly it oughtn’t to hare been said by me. But we get 
to write as fast as we talk, and an idle word does awful mis- 
chief. My dear kind old comrades! How I wish I could swal- 
low that one.

“I have SO letters to write after 3 weeks absence, <t" must 
perforce be short. I forget whether I wrote to you in this hand 
before, but it is. odd to say, the same handtcriting as that wh.

FINEST LETTERS FROM THE PEN OF THE GREAT LITTERATEUR OF 
THE 18TH CENTURY THAT HAS EVER BEEN OFFERED FOR SALE. 
In part it concerns the printing of a pamphlet at the Straw- 
berry Hill Press, suggesting a small edition, and, in the words 
of the writer, shows '• / have learnt the mysteries of my trade.” 
Waipole discusses all the fashionable Court news and gossip 
of the day, both in London and in Paris, mentions many cele- 
brated people, including Voltaire and the Duchess of Choiseul, 
regarding whom he quotes from Pope’s “Essay on Man’’: 
“If parts allure the/; think how Bacon shin’d, 

The brightest, wisest, meanest of mankind.” 

Following is a brief excerpt from the letter: 

“/ now step two hundred years later to tell My Lady Ossory 
q match that l have just heard at Ixidy Blandford’s, which is 
droll enough. Miss Legge, smitten with Colonel Keene’s black 
eyes, has consented to give him her hand. . . . Lord Filliers 
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is a new object of Contention. Mrs. Anne Pitt has made a 
ball for him — -dont be in a hurry — it is not to put her brother’s 
large nose out of joint by her own — no, this is a pure act of 
friendship. She destines him to Lady Caroline Stuart, Lord 
Lute’s fifth Daughter. They are a very homely pair of turtles, 
and do not much add to the decoration of the great pidgeon 
house at Banclagh. where she produces them every night. My 
Lady Harrington disputes the prize with her, and at least to 
secure part of it, gets him to Loo with herself, old Boothby and 
Lady Schaub. I pity poor Lady Harriet, who is too charming 
to be set up to sale. 

“I hope to have more dignified news to tell you at my re- 
turn from Paris, where the Due d’Aiguillon is at last Minister. 
1 expect to find many a Junius there, at least in ballads; but if 
ever the French rebell farther than in couplets, the time must be 
at hand. It is foolish to be presenting remonstrances after the 
King has struck the blow. ... By the way, I hear Voltaire has 
already half stifled Monsieur d’Aiguillon with Incense. It is 
just two years since I was witness to a thousand fulsome epistles 
that the Duchess of Choiseul received from him in praise of 
her Husband.”

It is addressed to the President ’s 
niece and, among other interesting matters, refers to the 
adjournment of Congress, the President’s being too busy to 
return to Mount Vernon, the death of Mrs. Moylan, the wife 
of Gen. Stephen Moylan, etc. 

‘‘Poor Mrs. Moylan. who you have seen at Mount Vernon 
some years ago, is dead within this week, and has left two 
little girls to lament her loss. The Congress is up and all 
the members gone home. The President has not fixed the time 
for him to go home, as he has some particular business which 
will prevent his fixing the time as yet. The girls and Mr. 
Peter has been with me five weeks. Betsy thinks of staying 
with me and let Patty go down without her. Mr. Peter talks 
of going from this place about the 16th, which will be next 
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Monday. The girls have been very well since they came here, 
except colds they both got in travelling in the extreme cold 
weather. We hear often from Mrs. Stuart. She and her chil- 
dren are all well. . . . 

I really thought it was one of John Dandridgc’s jokes when 
he wrote his brother that he was married. He seemed to doubt 
it for some time. I am glad he has made an agreeable choice. 

The President joins me in love to you and the children, and 
believe me, my dear Fanny, Four ever affectionate, M. 
Washington.” 

* ‘ The girls all send their 
love to you. Washington begs his 
love to you and children.”

The real com- 
munication, which was made after the Capitulation of Paris, 
shows clearly enough upon the face of it that the King of 
Pome had nothing to say to that instrument. If it had been 
published, it would have given the lie to all the calumny upon 
the subject,” etc.

I long to see you and to catch health and power from your 
presence and personality. 

The Mercuric dc France is going to publish my poem here, 
with a prose translation by a young poet who knows English. 
So 1 have something to think of besides things that are dreary 
and dreadful. And I am starting on a play, so perhaps there 
is something for me in the future.”

These 52 lines addressed to his wife, Louisa 
Catherine Adams, somewhat less than two years after their 
marriage, were written shortly before his recall from Berlin, 
where he had been filling the post of American ambassador. 
Besdies the poem ‘ ‘ To Louisa ’ ’ there are seven stanzas of 
four lines each, parts of other poems, in Adams’s autograph, 
written on the backs of the sheets. 

“TO LOUISA. 

If ardent lovers tune the lay 
To sing their charmers’ natal day,

The Federal Constitution had been ratified by 
Massachusetts by only a small majority the preceding year 
and in New York there was a determined opposition to the 
assumption of power by the new Federal Government. 

“Four Excellency’s letter with the inclosures upon the sub- 
ject of calling a General Convention for the purposes of mak- 
ing alterations in the Constitution of Government of the 
United States I have had the honor of receiving, . . . 
though this Commonwealth will embrace every opportunity of

Holograph letters of Gen. Lee, especially when written dur- 
ing the American War of Independence, are extremely rare. 
This is a magnificent letter, most interesting and patriotic, 
in which ho denounces the idea of meeting the British Com- 
missioners for the purpose of effecting a reconciliation with 
the mother country, and insists that the present is the time for 
entering into a treaty with France. He also expresses a wish 
to have a military secretary, Gen. Washington having taken 
his from him. 

“/ am really concern’d and not a little surpriz'd that you 
shot i ’d express any pleasure, much less expect any good from 
the arrival of Commissioners, for my own part I think it the 
worst news / have heard a long time, from such a King and 
such a Ministry what can be off red? A bramble will be held 
out which the world will be pleased to call an Olive Branch, and 
grasp at eagerly altho they are sure to tear their hands, such 
is the Villany of the Court, the accursed confirm’d tyrannical 
disposition of the King, but whats worse such is the abomin- 
able corruption and pusilanimity of the people, that I look 
upon a reconciliation with Great. Britain on secure and honour- 
able terms to be at present as absolute a chimera as a scheme 
of incorporation with the Afgan Tartars’ or any of the interior 
natives of Asia. I wish all you Gentlemen who have been out 
of the way of such spectacles at Philadelphia, had been eye 
witnesses only for one day of the wretchedness and sufferings 
of the poor people of Marble Bead, Cape Ann and the rest 
of the coast, the scene wou’d have inflamed your blood to a 
proper degree of heat. I cannot help differing with you like-

wise on the subject of entering into a treaty with the French, 
now if ever, l insist upon it, is the proper time for such a slip. 
Mow when the affairs of America, are in a most prosperous 
situation it may be done with a better grace and more security 
than when Fortune is revers’d, when more obvious necessity 
drives us to it. The terms can be neither so honourable nor 
advantageous, in fine, it is an old established maxim in politicks 
to form treaties and alliances in the hour of real or apparent 
Prosperity, but humanity dictates the necessity of not delaying 
a moment, it wou’d prevent the effusion of all the blood which 
much otherwise inevitably be spilt in the ensuing Campaign. 
The report of such a treaty wou 'd oblige the Ministry to sheath 
the Sword, but you will say the treaty wou’d divorce us 
forever from the Parent Country, but 1 consider from the date 
of the King’s Speech, the address that echoes it back, and 
still more from the last votes of Parliament, this divorce has 
taken place to all intents and purposes. I formerly was shock’d 
with the idea, but now consider all schemes of reconciliation 
as idle and most dangerous. I am morally certain that before 
three months pass over your heads you will curse your infatu- 
ation in not having acted with more decision. Shou'd Canada 
become a Ministerial posession, shou’d your Frontiers be laid 
waste with fire and sword, and the wretched I Fomen and Chil- 
dren be slaughter’d, can you forgive yourselves when you reflect 
that these horrors must be attributed, and attributed alone to a 
hankering, not after a tender Parent, but a Beldam Step 
Mother, whose every act is cruelty, vengence and insanity f 
Forgive me my Dr Friend, the heat with which l express myself, 
but I think it would be dishonest to conceal from you a single 
sentiment of my heart. ... I wish you wou’d petition from 
me for a Reg’t to be sent to the place immediately, otherwise 
the Ministerialists or rather Royalists must take possession of 
it. I must report that we have not men enow to mark out the 
ground, much less to accomplish the works which were agreed 
upon as a necessity by the Committee from the Continental 
Congress. Five thousand was the number fix’d, and We have 
not twenty five hundred Minute Men included.”

A group of twenty autograph letters by Sir Walter Scott, 
in Which he writes most interestingly of his literary activities 
and his endeavors to clear himself from the financial ruin 
brought about by the Ballantyne bankruptcy, etc. One of 
the letters, written a few days after the battle of Waterloo, 
mentions that they are entering France. The letters are 
ENTIRELY UNPUBLISHED. 

272. SCOTT (SIR WALTER). A. L. S., 3i/ 2 pp. 4to. 
London, Piccadilly, 4th May [1815], to Hay Donaldson, W. S., 
Edinburgh. 

Deals with important business matters and continues: “The 
papers would show you that 1 had a long audience of the 
Prince Begt. <$■ this dag / had the honor of kissing the Queen’s 
hand. She is grown as like Mrs. Betsy Hamilton as one woman 
can be to another. . . . There seems little doubt there is some- 
thing brewing in Paris. It is generally supposed the Jacobins 
are desirous of making a Jonah of Boney but how they are to 
accomplish it passes my conception. Policies are opened where 
30 d' 1 hear as high as 50 guineas are given to take a hundred 
if Boney shall be ousted within a month,’’ ete. 


273. SCOTT (SIR WALTER). A. L. (signature cut off), 
3 pp. 4to. Lond., 12 May, 1815. To Hay Donaldson. 

Regarding some legal points in the settlement in the 
approaching marriage of Lord Compton (Marquis of North- 
ampton), one of Scott’s most intimate friends. The letter con- 
cludes: “There are no news here but the universal belief of 
approaching Commotions ia Paris — D 1 quell them — Amen.’’

This letter was 
written a few days after the battle of Waterloo was fought 
and the part referring to the entering of Prance indicates the 
retreat of the troops under Napoleon.

I wish your clerk would see there is nothing charged but 
for my house in Castle Street as I pay all my assessed taxes 
upon compromise in Boxburghshire. Tours in haste as the mat-

Regarding his forthcoming 
work he writes, “#ap[oleon] was originally calculated for an 
edition of 6000 , by Constable’s advice it was increased to 8000 
and now Cadell anxiously advises that it should be again re- 
duced to 6000 .” Ho mentions several books on France and 
Napoleon which he wishes Gibson to get for him, “and any- 
thing else which promises information. There is no making 
bricks without straw. Lady Scott is still very poorly,” etc. 

[Abbots- 
ford, April 28, 1826.] To John Gibson, his lawyer in Edin- 
burgh. With address on back. 

Interesting letter discussing means of raising * ‘ ready 
money” to pay some of the enormous debt fnllen on him by 
the Ballantyne bankruptcy. He talks of printing small edi- 
tions of his last, three novels in addition to the new “Wood- 
stock” and “Napoleon.” “It is clear to make considerable 
payments stops the currency of interest, gives satisfaction to 
creditors and if there is any source of realizing £1000 or £ 5000 
added to the produce of Nap. and Woodstock it would be a 
pleasing circumstance,’’ etc.

I hope to place at your disposal property which whether I dee

within the period of three or four years. . . . 1 think securing 
this property is better for the trustees than turning to anything 
else at present,” etc.

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REMARKABLE ZACHARY TAYLOR LETTER. 


304. TAYLOR (ZACHARY, Distinguished American Gen- 
eral in the Mexican War; President of the United States). 
A. L. S., 5 pp. 4to, closely written. Baton Rouge, La., Feb. 16, 
1848. To his son-in-law, Gen. Jeff. Davis, then U. S. Senator, 
afterwards President of the Confederacy. 

There is little doubt that the letter here described is the 
most remarkable that ever came from the pen of the rugged 
old hero of the Mexican War. It is replete with characteristic 
patriotism and his remarks apropos of his lack of personal 
interest in the approaching Presidential election, in which he 
was the successful candidate, and his lengthly criticism of the 
conduct of the Mexican War are of the utmost historical in- 
terest. In addition to this he sets forth the principles upon 
which he intends to administer the government, should he be 
elected, and discusses the “course of Mr. Clay” and the politi- 
cal situation in general. The letter is of such length that it 
can only be printed in part: 

“I regret to hear there is so much time devoted by Members 
of Congress to President-making. 1 would greatly prefer see- 
ing them attending to their appropriate duties in making such 
appropriations as were calculated to bring this miserable tear 
with Mexico to an end, as well as passing such laws as were 
necessary for the good of the country; after which, if there 
was nothing else to do, let them adjourn <f- return to their 
homes, leaving it to the people to say at the ballot box who 
should be their chief magistrate after the 4th of March, 1849. 

“So far as I am personally concerned there are but few 
individuals in the Union, who take less interest as to who trill 
be the successful candidate for the Presidency at the coming 
election than myself ; <f' should another receive a majority of 
the votes of the good people of the country for said office in 
Now. next, I shall be neither disappointed nor mortified at the 
result, particularly if he is honest, truthftd and patriotic. J 
observe both the great parties, Democrats Whigs, intend 
holding a National convention at no distant day to nominate 
candidates for the two highest offices known to our laws; I 
trust I will not be the nominee of either if it is expected 1 am 
to be exclusively the candidate of either party, and to carry 
out, if elected, their particular views; as I could not accept it 
under such considerations; but should both or cither think 
proper to nominate me without pledges or trammels other than 
the Constitution imposes, leaving me free to occupy the ground 
I have taken, which I can not recede from, which is to be the 
President of the Nation, 4" tiot of a party, I shall not decline 
the honor; I do not however expect anything of the kind as I 
am satisfied from present appearances that so far as the ultra- 
Whigs and Democrats are concerned this matter will settle 
down to a strict party vote fir candidates ; # the contest will be 
between the trading politicians, office holders <Sr seekers on both 
sides 4 the people. So far as I am concerned I shall remain 
quiet, leaving it to the people in whose hands I consider myself, 
to drop me, or those who brought me forward for said office, 
Jot I am no candidate farther than they have made me so, 
which will give me no concern, for if I go into the White House, 
it would be more from a sense of duty than inclination. 

“I have read the letters addressed to me in reply to the 
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resolutions nominatin/i me for the Presidency by two meetings 
in Pennsylvania, Whigs and Democrats, which you teas so good 
to forward in the slip enclosed. 

"I regret the course of Mr. Clay and some others, altho J 
do not doubt the purity of their motives, as regards the Mexi- 
can War. It seems to me to be now unnecessary to discuss its 
legality or necessity, or whether or not it could have been 
avoided; we arc now engaged in it, if let us all lay our shoul- 
ders to the wheel if pull together until it is brought to a close, 
for us the sooner the better in my humble opinion; . . . the 
sooner we get out of the country the better. I have no fears 
after what has passed ever to retreat or withdraw our troops 
in a way which would dishonor our country or its fag. 

“I see nothing to induce me to change my views as to the 
course we ought to have pursued after the battle of Monterey; 
for had the same been then adopted, we would have saved some 
thousands of lives if millions of money, which I conceive have 
been most unnecessarily sacrificed if expended; and I think it 
a good rule when we are in error the sooner we get right the 
better. 

“In all changes if operations which may take place if- be 
carried on for the Presidency, I must beg you, my dear Genl., 
that you will, without regard to what concerns me, look to your 
oum interest; you arc young, have, I hope, many years of pros- 
perity before you, while my days are numbered, or nearly so, 
by the age allotted to man by his Creator; at any rate my days 
of ambition have passed away,’’ etc. 

The last few lines are remarkable in view of Taylor’s death 
after he had served but one year as President.

She signs herself ‘ ‘ V ’re tres humble et 
tree aff’nee mere et suiiijctti Marie.”

The late Mr. Frederick Sheldon Parker of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
was an enthusiastic collector for many years of Napoleonic 
Autographs, and that part of his collection which is here 
offered is one of the largest and most important that has ever 
come on the market. 

Nearly all the great rulers, soldiers, and statesmen of 
Napoleon’s time, and nearly all the famous women identified 
with his career, are represented in this collection by important 
documents or letters. 

The collection includes no less than twenty-five specimens 
of Napoleon’s signatures. These are dated from 1793, when 
he was in the artillery, to June 8, 1815, just before the battle 
of Waterloo. Every year from 1793 to 1815 is represented, 
with the exception of 1814, during most of which year 
Napoleon was at Elba.

On the last leaf of the manuscript is an autographic state- 
ment by Captain Henry Bertrand, son of General Bertrand, 
reading: “Ces trots feuilles ont Mb icrits par I’Emptreur 
Napoleon d Ste. Ulltine. Elies ont iti trouves dans la papiers 
du General Bertrand, et remis d Monsieur le Chef d’cscadron 
Clement, comme un souvenir de reoonnaissanee, par Henry Ber- 
trand.” Signed and dated October 27, 1845.

The very rare original printed proclamations issued by 
him on landing at Juan Gulf, near Cannes, on 1st March, 
1815, after his escape from the Island of Elba. 

Comprising an Address to the people of France, another 
Address to the soldiers of the Army and two Imperial Decrees 
issued shortly after his landing. Also the excessively searee 
Declaration to the people of France announcing his Abdica- 
tion in June, 1815. These are countersigned by some of 
Napoleon’s most faithful adherents, including Comte de Ber- 
trand, who afterwards accompanied him to St. Helena; Fouche, 
Duke of Otranto ; and Maret, Duke of Bassano. 

They cover in all some 9 printed 4to pages, and are bound 
together in full green morocco, emblematically tooled. 

This item is not only of great interest to the Napoleonic col- 
lector, but of historical value, comprising as it does very raro 
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specimens of the actual original Proclamations issued by the 
Emperor on the day of his landing in France. The Proclama- 
tions or Addresses to tho people and to the Army both express 
the highest aims and ambitions on Napoleon’s part and his 
complete self-abnegation in their interest. 

Of the Imperial decrees the first is an address of welcome in

This is the fifth part of the interesting library collected by 
Mr. James Carleton Young of Minneapolis. Unlike the books 
in the four parts already sold, the volumes here catalogued 
are not inscribed ; but a large proportion are First Editions, 
and there are many rare issues of the works of Dickens, Lang, 
Scott, Stevenson, Symonds, and Thackeray. 

Mr. Young collected the publications of many book clubs, 
and this sale contains a large number of books published by 
the Bibliophile, Prince, and Villon societies and the C ax ton, 
Philobiblon, Rowfant, and Narragansett Clubs, and other 
similar organizations.

PREFACE. 


The second part of the library formed during many 
years by the late Joseph Bowles Lcarmont of Montreal is 
notable for the large number of Bibles, Testaments, Psalms, 
and Prayer Books. Indeed, the collection is the most im- 
portant that has come on the market in many years. The 
Bibles begin with manuscript copies of the XHIth and XIVth 
Centuries, and among the various printed editions are the 
Coverdale Edition of 1535, the first in English, and of which 
no perfect copy is known; the Cranmer Bible of 1541, of 
which only one perfect copy has been sold; the “Bug” Bible 
of 1549, the “Breeches” Bible of 1576, the Geneva version of 
1578, the first edition of the Douai Bible, the “He” and 
“She” variations of 1611, the “Vinegar” Bible of 1717, and 
many others, including eleven leaves of the Biblia Pauperum 
of 1460, and concluding with a magnificent reprint of the 
Gutenberg Bible, the first book printed from movable type. 
The Testaments date from 1519, the Prayer Books from 1586, 
and the editions of the Psalms from 1627. The religious books 
are printed in about twenty different languages. 

Scattered through the catalogue are many important items 
of Americana. Attention may be called to the following: 
Laet’s Novus Orbis, 1633, containing the first printed account 
of New York; the Jesuit Relation of Father Vimont, printed 
in Paris in 1641; the Quebec edition of the Jesuit Relations, 
1858, in three volumes; the Burroughs reprint of 1896-1901 in 
seventy-three volumes; Cugnet’s Traite Abrege des Anciennes 
Loix, Quebec, 1775; Entick’s History, Anburey’s Travels, and 
editions of Hennepin; Lord Cornwallis’s copy of Sir Henry 
Clinton’s Narrative, and General Wolfe’s copy of Kane’s 
System of Camp Discipline, London, 1757, with his autograph, 
and his copy of the Memoirs of Montecuculi with his auto- 
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graph and an inscription by Sir Guy Carleton, to whom Wolfe 
presented the volume. There are also many rare Canadian 
imprints, and those who collect old paper money will find 
rarities (many of the pieces redeemable) in Lots 573, 574, 657, 
670, 788, and 1914. 

Nearly a hundred editions of the works of John Bunyan 
are catalogued; there are many fine bindings, including ex- 
amples of the work of Meame, Padeloup, Gruel, Durvand, 
and Riviere; many fine early manuscripts are offered, of 
which the most important is the Liber Sententiarum of the 
XHIth Century; a large number of early printed books, in- 
cluding the Nuremberg Chronicle of 1493, are catalogued, and 
among the extra-illustrated books are the Memoirs of Charles 
Mathews, with 250 portraits and many autograph letters, and 
one of the finest copies ever offered of Pyne’s Royal Resi- 
dences, formerly the property of Princess Sophia.

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INTRODUCTION. 

This is the catalogue of an interesting miscellaneous collection of 
Amcrieuna, an important part of which belonged to the late E. George 
Squier, a distinguished American scientist whose death occurred in 
Brooklyn in 1888. 

Mr. Squier investigated the Ancient Monuments of Ohio, New York, 
and the Mississippi Valley; he was appointed special charge- d'affaires of 
all the Central American States in 1849; negotiated treaties with several 
of them, and made a second visit in 1853 to examine a line for an inter- 
oceanic railway, and made a further study of the archaeology of the coun- 
try. In 185G he received the medal of the French Geographical Society for 
his researches. In 18<53 he was appointed United States Commissioner to 
I’eru, where he made on exhaustive investigation of Inca remains and 
took numerous photographs of them. In 1808 he was appointed Consul- 
General of Honduras at New York, and in 1871 was elected the first 
president of the Anthropological Institute. Mr. Squire was a member of 
numerous historical, nrchaelogicul, and scientific societies and for several 
years was the chief editor of Frank Leslie's publishing house. 

The sale includes collections of original drawings, maps, and photo- 
graphs of ancient monuments in Ohio and the countries of Central America, 
and many valuable manuscripts in Mr. Squier's autograph, including one 
on American Archaeology, of 341 pages, one of 100 pages on Mexican an- 
tiquities, and one of <55 pages on explorations and adventures in Southern 
I’eru and Bolivia. Among the other manuscripts nre several by Con- 
stantine Samuel Itafinesque. on the ancient remains of Kentucky and 
Tennessee, and there arc valuable South American surveys and maps by 
him. 

Mr. Squier was the friend of many distinguished men nnd among the 
large number of autograph letters in this sale are some by Lewis Cass. 
Clay, Chase, Wilkie Collins, Jefferson Davis, Douglas. Fillmore, Greeley, 
Ilolmes, Humboldt, Prescott, Lowell, Julia Ward Howe and Mrs. 
Sigourney. But the most important of the autograph letters yre those 
that Mr. Squier received from his intimate friend, Francis I’arkmau. 
These are twenty-five in number, and were written from 1849 to 1893; 
they are literary, historical, and personal in character and as they are 
offered separately those who regard I'nrkman as one of the greatest Ameri- 
can historical writers will find in this sale an unusual opportunity to 
select I’nrkman letters for extra illustration. 

Another important division of the sale consists of autographs nnd 
books relating to Aaron Burr. This is, indeed, the largest collection of Un- 
kind thut has come on the market in many years. It includes several 
biographies, many of the scarce publications in “the pamphlet war” that 
raged in New Y'ork from 1800 to 1804, the authentic contemporaneous 
account of the duel with Hamilton, three different reports of Burr’s trial 
at Richmond, nnd rare works on the conspiracy in the Southwest in 
which Burr, Blennerhassett, and Wilkinsoh were engaged. 
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A mon*? the general Amerieana are Harmon'g Voyages ; the Detente 
of General Hull ; Thoughts u|>on the Political History of the United Staten, 
printed at Worcester in 1788, and attributed to Jonathan Jackson ; James's 
Inquiry into Naval Actions between Great Britain and the United States, 
printed at Halifax in 181(5; Trumbull's Plea in Vindication of the Con- 
necticut Title to the Wyoming lands ; the Memoir of John Williams which 
contains the chief contemporary account of the attack on Deerfield in 
17(M: the Debates in the Virginia convention on the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution ; Schoolcraft's Albnlla, New York, 1843, which is 
one of the rnrest of Schoolcraft's items; the Provisional Ititual of the 
Order of Lincoln, which is perhaps the only copy, and the rare Sermon 
by Thomas Prince, printed in Boston in 1746. 

In addition the catalogue contains many books on the Indians and 
many on local history, particularly histories of cities and villages in 
New Jersey.

Their common eye-affec- 
tion is mentioned and we begin to realize the tremendous 
difficulties under which Parkman labored practically all bis 
life. The letters formed a portion of the collection formerly 
belonging to Mr. Frank Squier, the brother and executor of 
E. G. Squier, most of which was finally deposited in the 
Library of Congress. The correspondence presented here 
forms the volume prepared by Don C. Seitz, published in 
Cedar Rapids in 1911, a copy of which is included in this 
collection.

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INTRODUCTION. 


Some twenty-five years ago while seeking data pertaining 
to ink phenomena of renaissance times to utilize in his work, 
“Forty Centuries of Ink,’’ Mr. David N. Carvalho of New 
York City purchased one of the books in this collection be- 
cause of the so-called contemporary ink handwriting on its 
wide margins, its floriated initials in several colors and the 
illuminated border on the opening page of the text. Later 
he secured a few others of like character, and then it occurred 
to him that it would be well to collect a series of dated books, 
beginning with the first. He did not succeed in obtaining 
any with an earlier date than 1470, but he did secure an 
unbroken sequence of books printed from that year to the 
close of the Fifteenth Century. He also acquired fifty-five 
books printed between 1500 and 1591. In addition the cata- 
logue contains forty-one lots of carefully chosen bibliography 
and books about books. 

Mr. Carvalho’s collection of Incunabula is the largest that 
has ever come on the American market. As specimens of the 
work of many of the most famous printers of the early cen- 
turies, the books are exceedingly interesting and should prove 
welcome additions to public and private libraries. 

As Mr. Carvalho himself has said : “The genius and ability 
of the printer’s art of the present day does not and cannot 
surpass the craftsmanship displayed in the periods covered 
by dated books in this library. The paper, water marks, type, 
ink, illuminations, bindings, and other evidence of a more

“1 see with pain tluit the brave friends of the Republique let 
themselves become intimate with a handful of murderers u» 
that minute when liberty is coming to triumph stronger than 
ever. They have probably forgotten tluit there are 300,000 
Republicans in the armies which are ready to march to crush 
those miserable creatures who have only inspired us with pity 
till note, bat hereafter no more pity for those blackguards. 
The army has just sworn war to the death, in the addresses 
which we have sent to the government, and sicears also that if 
the government will not take measures after what they hare 
learned from our demands .... then the army will split 
itself and will have no more difficulty in marching to Paris 
than to march to Vienna,” etc. (Translated.)

A complete story of the attempt to take the British Fort at 
Ninety Six. He found after a most gallant attempt that it 
was too hard a nut to crack with the force he commanded. 
British reinforcements arrived too soon and the Fort was well 
constructed and ably defended. 

A valuable historical document, as extracts will show. 

“In my letter of the 9th I informed your Excellency that 
the enemy had received a considerable reinforcement at 
Charlestown and that I was apprehensive they would march 
out and interrupt our operations. On the eleventh 1 got intel- 
ligence that they were advancing. I immediately detached all 
the Cavalry with order to General Sumter to collect all the 
force he could and keep in their front and by every means in 
his power retard their march. Either from bad intelligence 
or from the difficulty of collecting his force he permitted the 
enemy to pass him at the Congaree before he got his troops in 
motion afterwards he found it impracticable to gain their 
front. It was my intention to have fought them before they 
arrived before the place. 

‘ ‘ We had pushed on our approaches very near to the 
enemies works. Our third parallel was formed round their 
abbatir. A mine and two approaches were within a few feet 
of their ditch. These approaches were directed against the 
, Star fort which stands upon the left of the Town as we 
approached it from the Saluda. On the right our approaches 
were very near the enemies redoubt this was a strong stockade 
fort with two block houses in it. These two works flank the 
town which is picketed in with strong piquets and a ditch round 
the whole and a bank raised near the height h of a common 
parapet. Besides these fortifications there were several little 
fietchs in different parts of the town and all the works com- 
municated with each other by covered ways. We had raisd 
several Batteries for cannon one upwards of tO feet high 
within one hundred and forty yards of the Star fort to com- 
mand the works and a rifle battery also with in thirty yards. 
For the ten last days not a man could shew his head but he 
was immediately shot down, and the firing was almost incessant 
day and night. In this stage of the approaches I found the 
enemy so near us that it would be impossible to reduce the 
place without hazarding a storm. The disposition was accord- 
ingly formed and the attack made Lt. Col. Lee with his Legion 
Infantry and Capt Kirkwoods light Infantry made the attack 
on the right and Lt Col Cambell with the first Maryland and 
first Virginia Begiments was to have stormed the Star fort 
I’hich is their principal work. The parapet is near twelve 
feet high and raised with sand bags. Lt Duval of the Mary- 
land line 4 Lt Seldon of the Virginia line led on the forlorn 
hope followed by a party with hooks to pull down the sand 
baggs. A furious cannonade preluded the attack. The enemy 
were soon driven out of their works on the right, and our 
people took possession of it. Never was greater bravery ex- 
hibited than by parties led on by Duval and Seldon. They 
enterd the enemies ditch and made every exertion to get down 
the sand bags which from the depth of the ditch heigth of the 
parapet under a galling fire was rendered very difficult. Find- 
ing the enemy defended their works with great obstinacy and 
seeing but little prospect of succeeding without a heavy loss 
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and the issue doubtful , I ordered the attack to be discontinued. 
Both the officers that entered the ditch were wounded and the 
greater part of their men were either killed or wounded. I 
have only to lament that such brave men fell in an unsuccess- 
ful attempt. Capt Armstrong of the first Maryland Regiment 
was killed. In both attacks we had upwards of forty men 
killed and wounded. 

“ Had the Virginia Militia joined us agreeable to order, 
our success would have been compleat. The Siege has been 
bloody on both sides from the frequent sallies that enemy 
made. The Garrison behavd with great spirit and defended 
themselves with judgment and address. 

“It will be my endeavor in our future movements to oblige 
Lord Rawdon to move dawn into the lower Country and to 
evacuate Ninety Six. I have once before informed Congress 
that a very large majority of the people from inclination were 
in the Enemies interest. My own experience and observation 
confirms it. In the District of 96 I verily believe there is five 
for one against us. The Tories swarm around us and render 
it extreme difficult to get either forage or subsistence for our 
troops. We contend with the enemy upon such an unequal 
footing that I have nothing less to expect than disgrace and 
ruin. But what ever fate my attend our operations I hope 
Congress will be persuaded that I have spard no pains to 
render them successful. I have left my self exceeding weak 
here to prevent the enemies gaining an, advantage there (in 
Virginia).”

. . that the commissaries and conductors of Military 
Stores, cannot by any possible construction, be included in the 
benefits of the Resolve of the 18th — unless they come under 
the description of the Officers mentioned in the Resolve. In 
such case, I should suppose, they would be entitled to all the 
emolument* given to Officers of their rank. If the principle of 
proportion only was to operate in their favor — by the same 
mode of reasoning, every Officer in the Army might be in- 
cluded, ’ ’ etc. 

395. HOLMES (OLIVER WENDELL). A. L. S., 2 pp. 
4to. Boston, March 4, 1847. To Mrs. S. J. Hale. Regretting 
his inability on account of stress of medical work to undertake 
any literary engagements.

Notification of the adoption by Congress of a plan to be 
observed in promotions. 

399. HUTCHINSON (GOVERNOR THOMAS). The 
original manuscript of his speech to the Council and House of 
Massachusetts. Evidently his own copy, as it is not only 
signed by him but contains manuscript corrections in his hand. 
The speech was read as dated Jan'y 6, 1773, occupies 10 folio 
pages in a fine clear hand, also 1 page carrying an endorse- 
ment.

object of this letter therefore is to ask the favour of you to 
enter into conference ... to give us permission ... it is 
necessary to observe that they arc not felons, or common male- 
factors, . . . expense to be lessened as much as practicable 
. . . others to come to this country poor, by giving their labour 
for a certain term to some one who will pay their passage; 
. . . The consequences permitting emancipations to become 
extensive, unless a condition of emigration be annexed, . . . 
furnishes also matter of solicitude.' ’ 

Urges King “to remove everything inauspicious to a cordial 
friendship between this country ... I have observed on the 
part of the British government various manifestations of just 
and friendly disposition,” etc.

He 
requests Col. Dayton “to send every one of his spies to Staten 
Island and New York with orders to inquire most particularly 
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of the situation of the Enemy at these two places, of every 
pass on the island, piquets, etc., the state of the toe, with 
orders to return tomorrow night before eleven o’clock. 

“He will give the appointment to the guides for Staten Island 
on tomorrow night at ten o’clock; at three o’clock in the 
morning he. will dismiss them without the air of concern and 
give then an appointment for the next night. 

“Tomorrow night and the day and night after tomorrow he 
will order the Militia at Elizabethtown to keep patroling parties 
along the shore and prevent anybody getting in. But he is 
not to deliver the order at once, but, on the contrary mate 
their officers believe that there is an expedition going on to- 
morrow night, and that then it has miscarried, but will be 
executed the night after that of tomorrow. 

“If there is any intelligence, particularly such as ought to 
alarm the pass on North River, he will send it day and night 
to headtjuarters.’ ’

The sloop parted with the fleet four days before on the Coast 
in a storm, and brought in some officers belonging to the 
reinforcement. This intelligence he adds comes in such a way 
that he Ims every reason to credit it, making proper allow- 
ances for the usual exaggeration of numbtrs and it is the gen- 
eral report in town that the british are determined to seek 
an opportunity of bringing your Army to an engagement. 
The Negro who came out with the information above men- 
tioned has returned in order to bring out farther particulars. 
I have not heard from Col. Lee to day.”

marched with him, but have heard only of Lord Rawdon’s 
Corps. I apprehend that the object of this expedition is forage 
and subsistence, the remote situation of Genl Marion, affording 
them an opening. I hare sent Mr. Chtity across to com- 
municate with him and obtain intelligence 1 think by succes- 
sive forced marches we might join the foragers — notwithstand- 
ing the disadvantage of the Hirers and prevent their retiring 
with impunity.

In some writing or other of mine I happened, currents calamo, 
to drop the phrase: The word Republic, as it is used, may 
signify any thing, every-thing or nothing. For this escape I 
have been pelted for twenty or thirty years with as many stones 
as ever were thrown at St. Stephen, when St. Paul held the 
clothes of the Stoners, but the aphorism is literal, strict solemn 
truth, to speak technically or scientifically, if you will. 

There are monarchial, aristocrat ical and democratical Repub- 
licks. The Government of Great Britain and that of Poland 
are as strictly Republicks as that of Rhode Island or Connecti- 
cut under there own Charters. If mankind has a right to the 
voice of experience they ought to furnish that experience with 
pen, ink and paper to write it and an amanuensis to copy it. 

I should have been extremely obliged to you if you had 
favored me with Mr. Jefferson’s sentiments upon the subject,” 
etc.

Con temporary' copy 
of the Will of Augustine, the Father of George An ex- 
tremely valuable piece, besides bearing the proof of its age 
it has endorsed memorandum, “Copy of my Father’s Will 
J. A. W.” The will makes heirs of Lawrence, Augustine, 
George, Samuel, John, Charles and Betty. The property 
deeded to George, Samuel, John and Charles to bo kept in 
his wife’s hands till they arrive at 21 — she marries her hus- 
band must be obliged to give bonds for the delivery of the 
estates. Various tracts of land, slaves, etc., are divided. 
His wife has the right to crops at certain places, and liberty 
of working my land, for 5 years. George among other 
items is willed the “ land I now live on moiety of my land 
in Deep Run and ten negro slaves.” The will is dated April 
11, 1743, and a codicil of same date. Probated as witnessed 
by Harvey Turner, May 6, 1743. 

The handwriting we think is that of a surveyor named 
Moffett. 8 l £ pp. folio. On the back of a fourth leaf is an en- 
dorsement by J. A. Washington. 

461. [WASHINGTON (GEORGE).] A grant of land to 
Lawrence Washington by the Right Houorable Lady Fair- 
fax sole proprietor of Yc Northern Neck of Virginia exe- 
cuted in the year 1718. Recorded in the proprietor’s office. 
The land lying in Westmoreland Couuty — a part also 
granted to William Sanders. 1 p. folio, in good condition, 
backed. 
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462. [WASHINGTON (GEORGE).] The Original Deed 
to Washington by Sampson Danell, May, 1760, of a tract 
of land lying upon Little Hunting Creek, formerly in Staf- 
ford but now in Fairfax County — with a history of the 
tract from the year 1688 coming down from Mathew Thom- 
son and Charles Rose.

Evidently of interest to Washington as kept among his 
papers and endorsed in his hand “Map of the County of 
Frederick.” 

465. [WASHINGTON (GEORGE).] A. D. S. 1770. A 
lease to him by John Posey. Land in Fairfax County. 

The lease occupies two folio pages and is all written in Wash- 
ington's hand, his name appearing several times. Washington 
besides being a surveyor was well qualified as a conveyancer. 
Deed, leases, etc., often being framed and written by him.

466. WASHINGTON (GEORGE). A. L. S.. addressed 
to J. Boucher. 1 p. 4to. Mount Vernon, April 4th, 1771. 
With address. 

A desirable specimen for framing. 

“ My detention at Dumfries on Doctr. Ross' & Mr. Temple's 
affairs, has been the principal cause of Jack's remaining here 
till this time.

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467. WASHINGTON (GEORGE). A. D. S. Several 
lines at foot of large folio page. Nov. 6, 1772. 

An exceedingly interesting item, being an autograph post- 
script, signed, of Washington, to a Survey of Land made by 
the celebrated Col. Win. Crawford. The latter was a surveyor 
and associate of Washington, under whom he served in the dis- 
astrous expedition against Fort Duquesne commanded by Gen. 
Braddock. He also served in the Pontiac War and during the 
Revolution, participating in the battles of Long Island, Trenton 
and Princeton. In 1782, at the urgent request of Gen. Wash- 
ington, he accepted the command of an expedition against the 
Wyandot and Delaware Indians. His troops were attacked by 
a force of Indians much larger than his own and, during the 
retieatthat followed, Col. Crawford fell into the hands of the 
Indians. After several days of cruel experience, during which 
he was subjected to the most horrible torture, he was burned to 
death. 

The portion of the document not written by Washington is in 
Col. Crawford’s autograph and is signed by him. 


468. WASHINGTON (GEORGE). A. I... S. of Francis 
Willis. 1 p. 4 to. Feb 7. 1774, to Gen. Washington and 
endorsed in his hand.

hispurchases were £169:12:6. The articles and prices are set 
down in detail, and is interesting as the source of many of 
Washington's lielongings.

My icarmest acknowledgements are due for the indulgent 
terms in which you express your sense of my conduct, in our late 
encounter, u-ilh the. British army. Not to be pleased with the 
approbation and esteem of any of the virtuous and discerning 
part of my countrymen would indicate a want of sensibility; 
but I assure you. my dear Sir. there is no man on whose good 
opinion & friendship, I set a higher value than on yours; and 
every fresh instance, I receiveof them, cannot fail of affording 
me the most sincere <t- genuine satisfaction. At the same time, 
it is both a pleasing and humiliating consideration to me. that 
the partiality of my friend greatly overates the importance of 
my Services.

Also another tract of land beginning on the bank of Cole 
River containing two thousand acres which tract was 
granted by the State of Virginia 10th of April 1784 also 
another tract of land on the North East side of the Great

River containing two thousand nine hundred and fifty acres 
land granted by Virginia 12th of April 1784. Then follows 
the terms payment tobeingold or silver dollars — conditions 
of re entry etc. It is also agreed if Welch makes some pay- 
ments of 5,000 at stated periods and further 50,000 twice 
Washington himself and heirs to cover the property to 
Welch — contingencies are provided for in the most careful 
manner — without doubt the whole is the composition of 
Washington. There are a few corrections, some, if not all 
in Washington’s hand.
